BY FRANK RUTHERFORD 
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convinced the promoters that their idea was 
sound, true and logical, They ventured more 
and opened a show on simiiar lines in Chicago, 
to be followed later by a third show in New 
York. Still those for whom the show was orig- 
inally intended held aloof. Fortunately, other 
interests filled the gap and made exhibits so in- 
teresting, instructive and useful to the business 
men of America that they flocked in thousands 
to view them and learn of the many new things 
that would expedite their modes of doing busi- 
ness, 

When they applied the name ‘‘ National’’ to 
their business shows Cochrane and Payne were 
more than justified in using such an appellation. 
The fourth show, held’in Chicago in March last, 
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secured an attendance and an interest surpass- 
ing all others. Above all the exhibitors did a 
good business. It paid them over and over 
again for the trouble and expense of displaying 
their manufactures. They secured customers 
which no other mode of advertising would have 
reached. The show directed the attention of the 
public to the great advances made in office appli- 
ances. It brought the office appliance trade in 
close contact with the office man and woman, 
and above all it created an interest which noth 
ing but the installation of the new devices would 
satisfy. 

But still those for whom the shows had been 
rimarily started did not exhibit. Cochrane and 
"ayne did not lie down, however. True, they 
waited, but whilst they waited, they hustled 

and at last they met their reward. The fifth 
show, just held at Madison Square Garden, was 


a truly ——. business show, for the 
machine above all others that is used in busi- 
ness—the typewriter—was exhibited, and ex- 


hibited in sufficient numbers to bring the ‘‘ smile 
that won’t come off’’ to the happy faces of the 
managers. 

By select discrimination, by fine management, 
by fair treatment of exhibitors and the public, 
these worthy gentlemen have earned the respect 
of all interested and have placed their shows on 
a pedestal that deserves and commanas the ad 
miration of the business world. The shows have 
become national institutions of business progres 
sion, and before them lies an avenue paved with 
good intentions and lined on either side with 
inventions and improvements which will in the 
future assist the American business man (and 
other nationalities, for that matter) to better 
management and control of the vital affairs of 
our important commercial life. 

**By far the best show of all,’’ was the un 
animous verdict of exhibitors and _ visitors, 
**Good exhibits’’ and ‘‘good business’’ were 
equaily fluent terms of expression, not only from 
New York residents but from business men from 
California, Canada, Australia, England, Ger 
many, Switzerland and far off New Zealand. 
It was a gathering of business men and business 
friends on a business footing, and the show was 
worth the money and worth the time spent 
upon it. 


The main hall of Madison Square garden was 
crammed from floor to gallery with business ex- 
hibits. Immediately facing the entrance on the 


right was the Comptometer exhibit. This booth 
was constantly filled with a crowd of interested 
spectators whose eyes bulged with wonder at the 
rapid additions made by the operators on these 
wonderful machines. Across the aisle was the 
edison Business Phonograph, attractively displayed 
with pictures of the famous ‘“Wizard’’ amid a bat- 
tery of talking machines and operators.

Across the aisle 
was the Rapid Addressing Machine Company, whose 
machines, with a rattle and a bang, cut off, printed 
and addressed thousands of wrappers in an hour. 
The exhibit of the famous ribbon and carton men, 
Nuttig & Volger, afforded a strong contrast to 
their noisy neighbors, but they did business all the 
same. On the latter’s left was the Underwood 
Duplicator, a newcomer to public favor, but one 
that is winning its way. Beyond this was the fine 
display of desks and office furniture made by 
Charles C. Mathews A glance at these business 
fittings made one horribly envious. On the right of

Before concluding I wish to give expression 
in a few words of my thoughts on ‘‘local or- 
ganization.’’ I am a thorough believer in 
‘‘local organization’’ for business purposes, 
The man who thinks himself strong enough to 
stand alone does*not, to my way of thinking, 
size up to the present progressive and strenuous 
times, or is of a too selfish nature to help his 
fellow man. Local organization does not mean 
the abandonment of competition, and the old 
saying that ‘‘competition is the life of trade’’ 
remains as true as ever. - But I am strongly of 
the opinion that organization materially assists 
and perhaps is the mainstay of business activity. 

To secure any degree of success the members 
of our association must strive to subdue all 
jealousies and be wiiling to assist fellow mem- 
bers. I truly believe that, if properly man- 
aged and conducted, our organization will 
greatly help to maintain the strength of the 
national body, which I trust before long will 
be, if it is not already, recognized as one of the 
leading trade organizations of our country,’ 
whose influence for the mutual advantage of 
its members will be felt in many ways. 

Great strength in an organization can be de- 
veloped only by unity of action, and much 
weakness if the members do not ‘‘pull to- 
gether.’’ There cannot be a uniformity of 
ideas on all subjects, but if we cannot bring 
the other fellows over to our way of thinking 
we can at least gracefully submit to the wishes 
of the majority. 

If some material benefit cannot be derived 
from an organization that will be of assistance 
in our business pursuits, it would be far better 
not to organize, or if organized, to disband as 
soon as the objeets for which the association 
was formed eannot be maintained, are not lived 
up to or forgotten. Life is too short to waste 
any of its precious moments on unprofitable as- 
sociations, 

[ congratulate you upon having made pro- 
vision in your bylaws for the admission of the 
manufacturer, the jobber and those engaged in 
allied trades. Some local organizations of re- 
tail stationers will not admit them to member- 
ship. The closer in touch the stationer, jobber 
and manufacturer can get, the better will be 
the feeling existing between them, so that some 
day we may indeed have a ‘‘happy family’’ of 
all interests. 

Our association was organized for business 
purposes, but I also favor the social features as 
affording opportunities for bringing us together 
outside of business hours, the opportunity for 
clasping the right hand of fellowship, the ex- 
change of greetings and expressions of friend- 
ship so effectually tending to subdue bitterness 
of feeling in competition and ‘‘ prevent trade 
antagonisms.’’ The opportunity, too, for inter- 
change of views on business topics and current 
events, and to get better acquainted, as well as 
the opportunity for fraternal adviee given and 
received, and knowing more of the genuine 
manhood predominating among those engaged in 
our line of business, than we ever knew or 
dreamed of having existed before coming to- 
gether. If we can keep in mind these nobler 
feelings of manhood there can be no doubt re- 
garding the ultimate result of our organization. 

[ may be thought too utilitarian in my views 
on the subject, and perhaps the idea is too 
utopian to suggest as a motto for our organiza- 
tion that of Dumas’ famous ‘‘ Musketeers,’’ 
‘All for one and one for all.’’ But surely it 
is not too much to expect that each one will 
adopt for his guidance in business transactions 
with his fellow members that golden rule, ‘‘ Do 
into others as you would they should do unto

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Typewriters and Their New Fields 


REVIEWING THEIR RELATION TO MODERN ACCOUNTING SYSTEMS THROUGH THE USE OF LOOSE LEAF DEVICES, CARBON 
PAPER, TABULATORS, ADDING MACHINES AND THE NEW COMBINATION ADDING-TYPEWRITER, AND SHOWING 
THE CHANGES TAKING PLACE IN THE SELLING GAME. 


Changes in the Selling Field. 

-If any of the older typewriter men would re- 
late their early experiences in the introduction 
of writing machines, they would tell you their 
first customers were largely among lawyers; 
the men in this profession taking hold of the 
typewriter more readily, possibly, because this 
machine accommodated them with duplicate 
copies, and because their records generally re- 
quired speedy transcription. 

With the early introduction of writing ma- 
chines, this country was still following the gen- 
eral custom of pen manuscript, which some hold 
to even today, perhaps because of the lack of 
necessary funds to purchase a typewriter, for the 
early day prejudice against these machines has 
virtually uisappeared. 

Without going into detail, or quoting names, 
most of you who are familiar with the type- 
writer situation, well know that some of the 
larger companies, who at one time ‘‘had every- 
thing their own way,’’ are now experiencing 
some lively competition. 

It isn’t so long ago that some of these com- 
panies were selling machines almost exclusively 
to a letter-writing public. Gradually, however, 
and with the introduction of special character 
keys, the typewriter has found its way into the 
accounting room, and it is today as important 
in this department of business as it is in as- 
sisting the secretary or correspondent. To this 
end, loose leaf and other modern systems have 
aided very materiajny. 

The salesmen of today are particularly in- 
structed by the older companies, and even the 
newer ones, to apply the typewriter to NEW 
vos WITH OLD USERS, and those who have 
been most apt in working out these new uses, 
are the fellows who are maintaining their posi 
tions successfully. 

Where a few years ago, some of the 
panies were content with machine orders for 
straight corresponmglence work, these same firms 
are today devoting much time, brains and 
money devising schemes and systems for creat 
ing additional uses for their product. 

Among these new uses are: Billing, invoice 
work, figure or statistical work, form work, and 
even actual accounting in combination with 
loose leaf ideas, all coming under the general 
term of ‘‘ Office systems.’’ 

Look around and note the billing machine 
salesmen that are being created today to sell 
these special machines. Look at the serial num 
bers of the various models of typewriters and 
compare the ‘‘special’’ character keyboards 
with the old style 38 key machines. You will 
find a lesson in these serial numbers. 


Who the Typewriter Man Really Is. 

In New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis 
and a few other of the larger cities, we find 
typewriter men that sell nothing but type 
writers, 

In our larger cities these fellows are able to 
follow their calling and make good money. But 
times are changing and it must be plain to all 
that the typewriter man of a few years ago 
is now compelled to ‘‘get next’’ to more of the 
requirements as well as the capabilities of a 
writing machine. What has compelled him to 
do sof The new uses that have been found for 
these machines. During the past two or three 
years we have seen some of the ‘‘old timers’’ 
elose out their typewriter experience and seek 
new fields of labor, the game getting too 
strenuous for them. They were not keeping up 
with the times. Modern methods of business 
seem to have entirely run away with them. 

As for the typewriter man in the smaller 
towns. How many of you have traveled through 
this country, visiting the different sections, mak- 
ing inquiry concerning these fellows? Those 
of you who have, know that outside of the very 
largest cities, we find that the typewriter situa

channels. 

Either a company representative, traveling 
out of a large near-by city, is handling the ter 
ritory, or he is making headquarters with some 
commercial -stationer or office outfitter. Or we 
may find a commercial stationer handling the 
machine with a department manager in charge. 
Again we find some bicycle or gunsmith hand 
ling an agency, with a repairman looking uafter 
the machines and taking orders. 

Through the South and some parts of the 
middle northern states, we find many commer- 
cial school proprietors selling machines, and par 
ticularly through the southern cities we will find 
the typewriter handled by a most varied as- 
sortment of men who have other lines of trade 
the typewriter being but a single issue with 
them; as for example, real estate men, farm 
implement men, auctioneers, lawyers, ministers, 
postmasters, railroad ticket agents, and almost 
every other kind of business man, all selling 
machines, more or less successfully. 

Outside of the southern cities, the 
of the typewriter agents who make a business 
and a success of selling typewriters are com 
mercial stationers or office appliance dealers. 

The commercial stationer is the same man 
who handles loose leaf specialties and filing de 


majority 
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vices. The same fellow who makes a business 
of handling ribbons and carbon papers, and 
all the other things needed in the modern office. 
To offer a stationer a paper that covered noth 
ing but the typewriter, or any other single line 
or two, did not interest him, so that a purely 
typewriter or restricted sheet could only exist 
in the larger cities, where specializing is most 
developed. 

**Systems’’ Uniting Industries. 

As I have already shown you, the purely 
typewriter man was becoming interested in other 
subjects related to commercial work, because 
of the demand for a broader use of the writing 
machine, which machine has been the greatest 
business builder the world has ever known. 

With these conditions before us, we have care 
fully followed the trend of things and added to 
our paper, departments covering various other 
office equipment, in such a manner as to allow 
those who desired to acquire a knowledge of 
the things they were most interested in, keep- 
ing in mind, however, the fact that all 
individual things were each a part of the whol 
scheme, and that these functions were all more 
or less interwoven. 

This is the only practical line on which a sue

cessful typewriter paper can be maintained, in 
justice to all the varied readers, and under the 
conditions now existing and about to com: We

We also have the ‘‘Lotterhand’’ and the 
‘«Addograph’’ or similar deviees to he placed 
under the typewriter, having connections with 
the numeral keys. Another style combines or 
connects both instruments, with the adding ma- 
chine at the back, or on either side. We er 
have the ‘*Cram’’ t ter, a typewriter at- 
tachment for an adding machine. 

These new instruments will not destroy your 
present efforts. You must, however, and you 
will in time, want to become with 
the new systems requiring these things. To 
sell them as you would a tabulator, or a billi 
machine, you must study them and understa 
thoroughly what they are to perform, how they 
are to do it, and the field they cover. So it is 
that I have said and say again, ‘‘A typewriter 
man of today will be selling an adding machine 
tomorrow.’’ 

Many Firms Interested. 

Most of the companies now preparing to mar- 
ket these combination machines are spending 
thousands of dollars to perfeet them. One com- 
pany alone, that I know of, has already spent 
nearly $100,000 without having even so much 
as completed the tools necessary to manufac- 
ture. This money is not being spent for noth- 
ing, and several favorable ines are sure to 
be produced from among the lot, aside from 
those now on the market. 

Like in all other industries, some of the first 
machines offered will not meet the lar de- 
mand, but gradually perfeetion will be attained 
and then it. will be a case of the survival of 
the fittest. I am not going to criticise any of 
the species offered, or give you my judgment 
as to which will be the better kind or the bet- 
ter company. This you will have to judge for 
yourselves as they appear from time to time and 
as we describe them in Orrick APPLIANCES. 

The companies engaged in the marketing of 
these things are not entirely outsiders or new 
firms, although many new personalities are be- 
ing attracted to the business. Some of the 
typewriter companies are now experimenting 
with various models, and only recently I notice 
that a well known company, in taking out 
state charters, asks permission to conduct the 
following business: ‘*TO MAKE, SELL AND 
TRADE IN TYPEWRITERS, ADDING MA- 
CHINES AND THEIR ACCESSORIES.’’ 

Now, my friends, if the typewriter companies 
are already looking forward to the marketing 
of these things, it is high time that the indi- 
vilual man commence to know something about 
them. With what I have told you, and with 
what you will see, from time to time, you need 
not be discouraged with your present lot, or 
lose enthusiasm for the machine you are selling, 
thinking that the new field will offer better 
prizes. Quite the contrary. If you are not 
meeting with success in your present field, you 
stand less chance selling the combination ma- 
chine, for these new attachments, these new 
machines and parts of accounting methods or 
systems, will require more study, more thought 
and more gray matter to properly install them 
among those who are to use them. 


The Tools Intimately Related. 

It isn’t out of place here to call your atten- 
tion to the intimately close relationship existing 
between office devices of every nature. The 
typewriter is really the forerunner of all the 
modern devices and systems, and as such, you 
must keep in mind that it has a bearing on the 
entire line. The inereased business produced by 
its wider use gave birth to carbons, bi-chrome 
and tri-chrome ribbons. The loose leaf systems, 
too, are closely allied with the writing machine 
uses as well as the listing and adding machines. 
Modern filing systems have been made necessary 
because of the effect typewriters have had on 
business. Likewise time recorders, cash regis- 
ters, ete., for as business increased, so did com- 
petition, and eompetition always demands that 
all things be done better, faster and at less cost 
than they are being done,

An Effort Will Be Made to Hold an Interna- 
tional Championship Contest That Will 
Decide Who Is Entitled to the Laurel. 


There is great variation in the work of 
operators, and mere speed is not all that should 
be eonsidered, for accuracy plays a big part of 
the real value of the work of a champion 





operator. It will be seen by perusing the 
schedule of entries and their records in the two 
contests given below that few operators com 
bine speed with accuracy in a manner that would 
be satisfactory and that the American champion,

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Early Days. 

It was in August of 1901 that Henry Chisholm 
Osborn, of Cleveland, operating a mechanical 
engineering business with shop connection for 
taking up and developing mechanical inventions, 
sat in his office in the Caxton Building, thinking 
what would next develop in the way of a new 
mechanical idea. The door opened, in walked a 
young man of very unostentatious appearance 
and asked for a few minutes of his time. The 
request being granted, he proceeded to state that 
his name was Harry Christian Gammeter, just 
then a salesman of the Densmore typewriter, and 
that he had an idea in which he thought Mr. 
Osborn as a mechanical engineer would be inter 
ested. As a typewriter salesman he had seen the 
long-felt want of the commercial world for a 
device to reproduce actual typewriting in dupli- 
cate and with that idea as a foundation had 
worked out certain plans, which he had in his 
head and on paper. He invited—indeed pressed 
Mr. Osborri to call at his rooms to see a model 
he had made. This Mr. Osborn did, finding it to 
be on a flat-bed principle and so very crude and 
slow of operation that he decided not to take 
it up. 

Mr. Gammeter, with the dogged 
that has been largely responsible for his success, 
kept calling on Mr, Osborn, with the result that 
the latter rather reluctantly consented to take it 
up and build a new model on the eylinder prin 
ciple thought out by himself. 

rhe next year was devoted to building the first 
complete model, which showed such possibilities 
that on December 11, 1902, the American Multi 
graph Company was incorporated,. with Mr. 
Osborn as president and with a capitalization of 
$100,000. A second model was then made with 
the supply member contained inside the print 
ing member for the sake of compactness, but it 
was eventually discarded on account of being 
complicated and expensive to build. This model, 
however, led to the return to the first and present 
principle of two cylinders, supply and printing, 
place@ end to end, with a type feeding mechan 
ism between the two. 

About this time the promoters were fortunate 
in gaining the interest of Geo. T. Newton, then 
manager of the Cleveland branch office of the 
Remington Typewriter Company, who, through 
his wide selling experience, aided materially by 
his suggestions and advice in formulating the 
selling policy of the company. Having acquired 
a financial interest, he was asked to become a 
member of the directorate, which honor he felt 
necessary to decline on account of his affiliation 
with Remington interests. On March 7, 1904, an 
advisory board was created, composed of R. H. 
Perdue, a weil-known insurance man who was

A new machine, the ‘‘ Underwood Revolving 
Duplicator,’’ has lately made its appearance in 
New York. It is patterned somewhat after the 


lines of the Rotary Neostyle or Rotary Mime 
ograph, and so far has proven to be a very good 
and practically reliable machine. There is also 
the ‘‘ Lineograph,’’ another machine of the same 
pattern, which has lately interested buyers of 


these machines, 

The machines so far mentioned are of the 
class known as ‘‘wax sheet machines.’’ Of an 
other sort is the ‘‘ Multigraph,’’ a Cleveland 
machine, which is operated with the use of 
metal type which are set in grooves in a 


cylinder which in revolving makes the impres 
sions similar to a typewriter. Another machine 
that is meeting with considerable success is 
the new printing Addressograph, manufactured 
in Chicago, which not only prints the body of 
the letter but will insert and change automat 
ically the name and address on each letter. 
This is accomplished with the use of rubber 
type locked up in a chase and put on a printing 
press made especially for the purpose, similar to 
a Gordon press seen in job printing establish 
ments.

Sales Depend on the Salesman. 


The selling of a duplicator depends wholly 
upon the knowledge of the salesman. It is dif- 
ferent from most machine selling propositions. 
Lack of knowledge of any detail will lose the 
sale. It might occur to the mind of the reader 
that to master these details would be a task. 
This is not so. All that it needs is a few min 
utes’ concentration and study of the principles 
of the machine to perfect one in its uses and 
assure the salesman of the possibilities of it; 
the rest is easy, as the four American machines 
named are all so similar in construction, ap 
pearance and use that a mastery of the details 
of one solves the problems of the other. 

After the use to which the duplicator is to be 
put has been determined, the first essential to 
ascertain is what sort of a typewriter the pros 
pective buyer has. If it is a modern machine, 
the rest is easy. If it is an old style machine,

The Fox, Densmore and many others have 
altered the manufacture of certain details of 
their construction so that a stencil may be in 
serted, cut and removed without so much as 
touching the typewriter ribbon or changing the 
machine in any way whatsoever. Similar im- 
provements have been added to the Underwood 
and all of the late makes of machines. The 
older standard machines which formerly had 
no stencil attachments have added them in the 
new models, so that now the matter of pro- 
dueing a nice stencil is just as easy as produc- 
ing a nice letter. 

The prejudice of the stenographer against 
steneil cutting may be quickly dispelled by a 
short explanation of the new style of stencil 
that the companies are putting forth and the 


attachments that the typewriter people have 
added to the machines, 
The salesman should make a number of 


stencils before he attempts to sell and try them 
out to his own satisfaction. A little practice 
will show him how to produce perfect stencils 
from any copy on any machine. In making a 
stencil all that it is necessary to do is to find 
the location of the top of the letterhead on the 
stencil and the place where the first paragraph 
is to begin. Then the stencil should be put iv 


the same way in which any ordinary sheet 
of paper would be inserted. In the meantime 
the ribbon stop attachment should be set and 


the ribbon pushed aside. When the stencil is 
in shape write exactly the same as though the 
stencil were a sheet of letter paper. Short 
quick strokes produce the clearest lines. 

The letter written, the stencil may be 
stretched on the cylinder, which had been previ- 
ously inked and the machine is ready to make 
the first impressions. During the process of 
stretching the stencil the salesman should ex- 
plain the details of the operation to keep the 
buyer’s attention centered on the machine. The 
first copies off the cylinder will not be as good 
as the later ones after the ink has become 


properly distributed, and the same rule applies; 


here as applies to a printing press. 
Big Profit in Supplies. 


While the profit on the machine is usually 
enough to make it worth while to push the 
product, this profit is but the beginning of a 
steady income thereafter, and it behooves the 
careful, practical stationer or dealer to see that 
he gets this profit. 

The supplies that go with the machine usu 
ally last but a short time, and this necessitates 
re-orders. After the first re-order all the dealer 
has to do is to reap the benefits, for the 
will need supplies just as regularly as he needs 
his meals, and the dealer is put to no trouble 
and no expense to furnish them, and every order 
means an added profit easily earned. 

It will pay any commercial stationery 
in a good community to have a salesman 
eentrate on a duplicator until he has a goodly 
number placed, for the profit accruing from the

Their Care. 
Everything about the machines cost mone‘ 
and a dealer can well afford to agree to keep 
the machines in shape free. The average wax 


sheet duplicator should be cleaned twice a year, 
and this may be done with common lye 
water or gasoline There is little adjusting to 
be done and the dealer can be at no

that can possibly come to a machine are due 
to dirt. 

Have a man go around as inspector and 
follow up the sales. If there is anything the 
matter with the machines, have them sent into 
the store. Always keep a il of strong 
lye with a tight cover over it . When 
the machine comes to the stock room, take out 
the cylinder and drop it in the pot of lye. 
After it has been there a while all of the ink 
and dirt will leave it. Wash it in cold water 
and wipe it dry. If the ink has been coming 
through on the edges outside of the wax sheet, 
procure some shellac and paint a in all 
around the cylinder on both edges and allow it 


to dry. 

All of the remaining of the machine 
may be cleaned with e or oil, and a little 
rubbing with a piece of Canton flannel will 
make them look like new. All worn parts, 
springs and rollers, as well as may be 
procured from the manufacturer installed 
at a profit to the stationer. All the time the 
customers are satisfied and the machines are 
kept in constant use, the stationer deriving a 
profit from oer cent’s worth of supplies sold, 
and as long as the machines are kept in ~— 
al agg will use them and buy supplies lib- 
erally. 


Machines are Dividend Producers. 


There is no reason why every dealer who has 
a good duplicator agency should not make big 
money out of it, and the machines properly 
pushed and properly taken care of will produce 
one of the best steady profits the store affords. 
There is no loss to a single thing. The supplies 
take little or no space. They are never dead 
stock, for they move every day in the year, 
and the duplicator. business, although now a 
flourishing line, is destined to be greater. 

Some of the uses that may be argued by the 
salesman to which the machines can be put are 
for making duplicate copies of: statements, mani- 
fests, ‘bills of lading, pre advertising let- 
ters and circulars, follow up systems, and, in 
fact, anything where a number of perfect copies 
of the same thing are required. dn the stencil 
machines as many as 2,000 perfect copies of a 
full sheet have been taken from one stencil and 
they can be turned out at the rate of ‘from 
forty to sixty per minute. Any boy of average 
intelligence and reasonably careful can turn out 
thirty a minute and get 1,000 copies from a sin- 
gle impression at a cost not to exceed 25 cents. 

All machines of the wax sheet variety are 
equipped for both typewritten work and auto- 
graphic work, although different kinds of 
stencils are required for each. The autographic 
machine may he used for making copies of 
maps, plans, drawings and illustrations, as well 
as hand-written letters. 

No stationer or dealer who is looking for 
profits and a lucrative business should neglect 
the duplicator line; and, above all things, if he 
sells the lines and makes a success of this end 
of it he should use double care to see that the 
machines are kept in running order after they 
are sold. A duplicator sold to a man and al- 
lowed to get dirty and worn out hurts the busi- 
ness. A duplicator sold and taken care of pro- 
duces a profit upon itself and pays the dealer 
and the user a continuous dividend, and be- 
sides builds up a prestige that is worth thou- 
sands of dollars in the aggregate of business.

Reviewing the Past. 


In connection with this item of news it may 


be of interest to briefly rehearse the history 
of the Oliver Typewriter Company, which had 
its beginning in this city and which is stated 
today to do the largest business in its line in 
the world.

This new home will furnish additional facili- 
ties with which to earry out many plans now in 
contemplation for the care of the constantly in- 
creasing business and the welfare of all con- 
nected with the company. 

With the eompletion of this building Chicago 
will have established another landmark. The 
company is to be congratulated on having its 
ideals so well placed in a permanent form. 
Messrs. Holabird & Roche, the architects, will 
have added another notable building to their 
many achievements, and by having the strue- 
ture complete aml ready for oceupaney on the 
stated day the Geo. A. Fuller Company will 
again have demonstrated their ability to do 
things.

Harry H. Hodgson is no more. 

The brilliant and successful career of the well 
known citizen was cut off at 6:40 o’clock October 
28, when the grim reaper visited the home at 3331 
St. Charlies avenue and claimed him as a victim. 
Six or seven months ago Mr. Hodgson began to 
suffer from heart disease, and though he was fre- 
quently ill, he continued to attend to his office 
work until six weeks ago, when the malady be-

came so serious that he was confined to his bed. 
All efforts to save his life proved fruitless. There 
was no man in the city of New Orleans better 
known socially and in the business world than 
Mr. Hodgson, and when those who knew him heard 
of his death the news was received as a persona! 
shock and felt that in Mr. Hodgson’s death each 
had suffered a persona! loss. 

Mr. Hodgson was a native of New Orleans, being 
born here on the 2d day of August, 1856. He was 
the son of the late ashington —— Hodgson, 
who founded the real estate firm in 1857, which 
he so successfully moncens for nearly half a cen- 
tury. His early education was received in the 
public schools of this city and later he attended 
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the University of Bonn. in his early life Mr. 
Hodgson traveled extensively and subsequently 
went to Europe, where he spent considerabie time 
at the foreign university. 

But little need be said of Mr. Hodgson’s real 
estate business, as the men in that line of busi- 
ness and in the commercial world generally know 
how well he succeeded. He was one of the first 
secretaries of the New Orleans Real Estate Ex- 
change, and later was elected to the position of 
president. Mr. Hodgson was re-elected annually 
for a period of over twelve years, still being presi- 
dent at the time of his death. Mr. Hodgson as a 
real estate dealer, agent and auctioneer, handied 
some of the largest deals ever closed in this sec- 
tion. He was well known as being among the very 
first to show faith in property values and secured 
investment of large sums here. in addition to his 
real estate business, Mr. Hodgson devoted con- 
siderable of his time to the agency of the Rem- 
ington typewriter. he accepted this agency thirty 
years ago and practically introduced typewriters 
in this city and section. Mr. Hodgson was also 
the first man in New Orleans to demonstrate that 
young women could make acceptable stenographers 
and typewriters by employing them in offices. Mr. 
Hodgson was also the organizer of the Stenogra- 
phers’ Association. For many years he was hon- 
orary president of that organization. A fact worthy 
of special mention is that Mr. Hodgson never did 
anytning which brought about so much public com- 
ment as when he introduced the first typewriter 
that ever went into the Vatican into the offices 
of Pope Leo XIli!l. At the time Mr. Hodgson was 
on his bridal tour, having just married Miss 
Corinne Souchon, daughter of Dr. Edmond Sou- 
chon. 

HENRY A. BRISTOW. 

After an iliness lasting about a month, Public 
Administrator Henry A. Bristow, of Brooklyn, died 
October 11 at his home, 18 Polhemus place, aged 
69 years. He was a native of St. Michaels in the 
Azores, and came to the United States in 1851. 
During the civil war he served in the Seventh New 
York volunteers. His death was rather unexpected, 
the immediate cause being heart failure. 

Mr. Bristow served consecutivel in the old 
Brooklyn Board of Education, the Brooklyn Board 
of Assessors, in the United States Congress, and 
as a police magistrate, his last official position 
being that of public administrator. A widow and 
one son, Waiter M. Bristow, survive. 

In the business worid he was known as the 
former proprietor of an old established sewing ma- 
chine agency, and his last mercantile connection 
was as a local manager for the Smith Premier 
Typewriter Company. He served one term in Con- 
gress from the Sixth district of Brooklyn. 

ALBERT CROISSANT. 

Albert Croissant, who was shot by his brother 
Edward, of 1901 South Broadway, died at the City 
Hospital, Philadelphia, October 21. 

Edward Croissant, who is 27 years old, is being 
held at the hospital for observation. 

The shooting occurred at Fourth and Locust 
streets. Edward fired one shot which took effect 
in the left side of his brother’s abdomen. The only 
reason Edward Croissant has given for the shoot- 
ing is that his brother kept him from regaining his 
health. 

Albert Croissant was 47 years old and married. 
He resided at 3717 Hartford street with his wife 
and two children—Albert Croissant, Jr., aged 11 
years, and Laura Croissant, 7 years old. He was 
president of the Croissant-Bowman Stationery 

anufacturing Company, at 313 Locust street. 

He and another brother, William Croissant, vice- 
president of the firm, had long cared for Edward, 
who is said to have become insane several years 
ago because of a depression on the brain, for which 
he was placed in the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium. 
An operation was performed and he was released 
from the institution last’ July, presumably cured. 

Of late he had shown signs of aberration, and 
the brothers had decided it would be necessary to 
place him in an asylum. He worked at times as 
a paper ruler in the establishment of his brothers 
and was provided for by them whenever he became 
inefficient on account of his affliction. 

GEORGE WH. GILES. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 3.—George H. Giles, 
traveling salesman for the Carter’s Ink Company, 
Boston, who has been engaged in business here 
for the past few weeks, died suddenly this evening 
at the Good Samaritan Hospital. 

Mr. Giles had a severe cold when he arrived here, 
but he thought nothing of it. He went to the 
Hollenbeck Hotel, where he has always stayed 
when in Los Angeles, and remained there until a 
few days ago, when he was removed to the ha- 
ital. Uremic poisoning set in, and for two days 
efore he died he was unconscious. 

Mr. Giles wae a native of Canada and had been 
for the past three years in the employ of the 
Carter’s Ink Company, representing it upon the 
Pacific coast In the ribbon and carbon department, 
and had been eminently successful in this work. 
Previous to this time he was engaged in private 
business for a number of years in Montreal. 

His many friends in his home city and among 
the trade will be surprised and grieved to learn 
of his sudden death, as he was one of the most 
popular salesmen coming to the coast. 

HENRY ALTEMUS. 

Philadelphia lost one of its oldest stationers when 
Henry Altemus, head of the firm of Henry Altemus 
& Co., passed to the great beyond on Friday, the 
19th of October. Mr. Altemus was 73 years of age 
and was one of the first to engage in the stationery 
business in Philadelphia, and all through his career 
retained the majority of the customers which came 
to him when he began business. His son, Mr. 
Roland Altemus, will continue the business at the 
old stand.

IMPORTING AND EXPORTING IRON AND 
STEEL. 

In the nine months ending with September 

both the imports and exports of iron and steel 

increased by about 25 per cent over those of the 


eorresponding period last year. The imports | 
amounted to $24,376,887 and consisted to a con- | 


siderable extent of ore and pig iron, to be used in 
our own processes of manufacture. The value 


of the ore imported was $2,295,506, and that of | 


pig iron $7,801,664, or over $10,000,000 for both. 
This constitutes more than two-fifths of the total 
of our iron and steel imports, but there was in- 
crease in nearly all other forms. 

Our total exports of iron and steel for the nine 
months amounted to $127,189,673, compared with 
$102,922.277 in the corresponding period last 


year, $92,551,937 in 1904 and $34,549,290 ten | 
years ago, in 1896. This is not the largest, but 
it is the most noteworthy inerease in our whole | 


foreign trade. The leading items with the in- 
erease over last vear are as follows:

LETTERS ALL BY MACHINE. 
Private Stenographers May Be Abolished Soon. 
(Special to New York Evening Post.) 

Plans under way will make it unnecessary for 


business men to depend upon private stenograph- | 


ers or typewriters. Central typewriting ex- 
changes, to which letters can be dictated over 


the telephone circuit and returned for signature | 


in a few minutes, are to be established in large 
office buildings and hotels. 
Such a scheme has been made practical by 


means of the ‘‘telegraphone’’ exhibited at the | 
National Business Show, which not only makes | 


a reproduction of the human voice, but records 
everything that passes over the ordinary tele- 
phone. These records are stored upon a thin 
steel wire or disk and can be reproduced an in- 
definite number of times or removed when there 
is no further use for them. 

To Have Machines and Linguists. 


Each of the central exchanges will have a | 
number of telegraphones and a staff of type- | 


writer experts and trained linguists. When the 
business man or the guest in a large hotel 
wishes to dictate he will pick up the receiver 


of his telephone and ask to be conencted with | 


a telegraphone in the exchange. By means of 
a small switchboard he will have complete con- 
trol of the machine to which he is dictating in 
the exchange. 

If it should be necessary to make any changes 
in the letter a push button is pressed, which 
brings a pair of magnets, stronger than those 


which made the record, into contact with the 
wire, and any part or the whole of the letter 
is immediately wiped out. In the same way 


records of dictated letters are wiped out as soon 
as transcribed, so that the machine is ready for 
use at any time, 

Records Are Transcribed. 

As soon as the dictation is finished the type 
writer operator places the telegraphone sound 
ers to his ears and transcribes the records 
which have been made, returning the letters to 
the office from which they were dictated. The 
matter transcribed might be in English, French, 
German or any other language. It might be 
legal, scientific or technical, full of difficult 
words and phrases which would tax even the 
most highly educated and expert stenographer 
to take down in shorthand with rapidity and 
accuracy. 

When the central typewriting exchanges are 
established telegraphones will enable business 
men to dictate letters at great speed in any lan 
guage and on any subject.

POSTAGE STAMPS FOR EACH CITY. 

A form of postage stamps with the names of 
the cities for which the stamps are issued printed 
on the face as part of the stamp is proposed 
under the terms of the bids for a new issue 
for the next four years, opened in the purchas- 
ing agents’ office of the Postoffice Department, 
Washington. 

If the bid for the new style is accepted the 
Postoffice Department will order special stamps 
for the twenty-six largest postoffices, with the 
names of these offices, including the abbrevia- 
tions of the states in which they are. For the 
remaining postoffices the three higher classes— 
in round numbers about 5,900 offices—ordinary 
postage stamps will be overprinted from electro- 
type plates across the face with the names of 
the postoffices and abbreviated states’ names. 

The proposal to make this change in design 


of the stamps is the result of an investigation 
by Postmaster General Cortelyou, who decided 
that there were many advantages to be achieved 
by printing the names of the postoffices on the 
stamps, and thus localizing them, the principal 
object for the purpose of identification. It- is 
believed that the system of accounting in the 
stamp division can be greatly simplified by 
specially designating the stamps issued for the 
larger postoffices. In the supply division of 
the postoffice much difficulty is experienced 
under the present system.

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Saturday Afternoons in a Stationery Store 


Saturday afternoons are to most office ap- 
pliance and stationery salesmen unprofitable, as 
far as direct sales are concerned. There are 
several reasons why it is difficult to interest 
prospective buyers the last afternoon of the 
week. In the larger cities many offices, whole- 
sale stores and factories are closed Saturday 
afternoons the year round, and a good majority 
close at noon during the summer months and at 
4 o’clock the remainder of the year. Saturdays 
thus shortened, very little time is left for the 
buying of office supplies. The proprietors of 
small stationery stores which remain opened in 
the retail districts are usually too busy Satur- 
day afternoons and evenings to listen to sales- 
men. This is specially true in small towns. 

Conditions for making sales on Saturday 
afternoons are, therefore, unfavorable. This 
does not mean, however, that salesmen cannot 
make profitable use of their time. In an in- 
direct way Saturday afternoons may be em- 
ployed to as great advantage as any other hours 
of the week. It is an excellent time to think 
over and discuss reasons why certain orders 
were lost during the week and to plan for the 
coming week’s work. 

Many salesmanagers of large companies hold 
a weekly meeting of their salesmen Saturday 
afternoons and then talk over problems of 
salesmanship. These meetings are informal 
and much benefit is derived from all who par- 
ticipate in them. Among the topies which may 
be discussed to advantage at these meetings are 
the following: 

1. How may a salesman cover his territory 
thoroughly, economically and quickly? 

2. How to get the most out of the telephone 
in soliciting orders. 

3. How to codperate with the credit man. 

4. The best way of handling and displaying 
samples. 

5. Proper methods of approaching prospective 
customers. 

6. How to get the continued trade of a cus 
tomer. 


MUCH INK USED IN MEXICO. 

‘*Mexico consumes more ink per capita of 
business houses than any other country in the 
world,’’ says Miss Edith Davis, representative 
of an American ink company. Miss Davis, who 
is the only traveling saleswoman for inks in 
America, and almost the only traveling woman 
who makes Mexico regularly, is now making her 
regular semi-annual tour of the republic. 

‘‘The total annual consumption of ink in 
Mexico will run close up to $100,000 worth, a 
large portion of that being German ink, which 
has been used in this country longer than any 
other. American inks are being used more than 
ever now, and the sales of all the American 
houses is growing steadily. 

‘‘There is more ink sold to the business 
houses here than to houses of thé same size and 
importance in the United States. Many of the 
business houses of the city are foreign, and two 
full sets of books, English (or German or 
French) and Spanish, are kept. Then, besides, 


the typewriter, which is now in general use, is 
not found nearly so much as in the United 
States, and this adds to the ink consumption. 
I think it is very safe to say that the consump- 
tion of ink here is far out of proportion to the

These topics are only a few which the sales 
manager and his lieutenants will be benefited 
by discussing. Other topics will suggest them 
selves at these meetings. 

Where it is not possible for the salesmanager 
to be present at these gatherings the salesmen 
should review the work of the past week and 
impart and receive help from each other. There 
is no better school of salesmanship than the in- 
terchange of ideas and experiences by salesmen. 
No matter how poor the salesman may be, he 
will have at least one good idea which will 
benefit other salesmen. 

The lone salesman vyill derive benefit Satur- 
day afternoons by reading trade and class pub 
lications, and acquire a general knowledge of 
what the trade is doing. City salesmen may 
profitably read the trade papers on the’ cars on 
their way to and from work. Thus this other 
wise unprofitable time may be used to great 
advantage. 

Saturday afternoons is a good time to revise 
the ealling list, and every salesman should have 
such a list in ecard index form. These cards 
should contain the names of every prospective 
customer in the territory, together with ratings, 
character of goods bought, and the peculiarities 
and hobbies of the buyers. Additions and cor 
rections to the calling list should be made 
weekly. 

There may be certain customers who prefer 
to see salesmen Saturday afternoons, and such 
preferences should be noted and made the most 
of. It is possible that a few prospective cus- 
tomers may agree for a Saturday afternoon ap 
pointment for the demonstration of machines or 


systems. Such appointments are all right, pro 


number and importanee of the business houses, 
a condition which does not seem unpleasant to us 
who sell it.’’ 


CARD SYSTEM FOR RECORDS. 

The card catalogue system is being estab 
lished in the reeord division of the Pension 
Office, Washington, D. C. The work was com 
menced a few days ago at the order of Commis 
sioner Warner. 

Mr. Warner suid he expects to install the same 
system introduced by Gen, Ainsworth in the 
record division of the war department. He 
thinks this will save much time and expense to 
the government. 

The officials have been compelled in the past 
to rebind their records and compile new books 
almost every year on account of the wear to 
which they are subjected. In many cases a 
man’s record as a soldier could be found only by 
searching through a number of volumes. Under 
the new system every piece of information con 
cerning the war service and pension record of 
one man will be assembled on one card. As there 
are more than 2,000,000 applications for pen 
sions, it is not expected to finish the work in less 
than six months. 


vided the buyer has plenty of time Saturday 
afternoons to earefully co the machines. 
Better wait until a buyer has sufficient time to 
do justice to a demonstration than to attempt a 
sale when you know he is in a hurry. At any 
rate, it will do no harm to aseertain from pros- 
pective customers if Saturday afternoon ap- 
pointments would be agreeable to them. 


Saturday afternoon is also a good time to a 
pare advertising matter, such as envelope slips, 
imitation type-written letters, ete. Customers 
should never be neglected, but oftentimes be- 
cause of a big territory it is not for a 
salesman to call on every customer as often as 
he desires. The dest method of soliciting busi- 
ness outside of a personal call is the personal 
letter, especially if the pi tive customer 
and salesman are well acquainted with one an- 
other. These letters, if there are many of them, 
may be printed fac simile, with names and ad- 
dresses filed in to match. To make the letters 
personal, the salesman should write a -and- 
ink postseript which will exaetly fit indi- 
vidual requirements. ; 

Follow-up letters may also be written Satur- 
day afternoons, but should not be mailed until 
Monday night. Monday’s mail is usually the 
heaviest, and letters are not liable to receive as 
much attention on Monday as on Tuesday, the 
lightest mail day of the week. 

Not all stationery or appliance salesmen are 
obliged to toil Saturday afternoons, and the 
above suggestions would not, of course, apply 
to them. However, salesmen who are fortunate 
enough to have Saturday afternoons off can ex- 
tend their sales by cultivating the acquaintance 
of buyers on the golf links, while gunning in 
the woods or fishing in the rivers and lakes. 
Oftentimes salesmen have found that where 
they were unable to make any impression dur- 


ing week-day calls, they have gained a friend | 


of the buyer during recreation hours, which 
friendship naturally ripened into orders. 

If Saturday afternoons have been lost to you, 
start in at onee and make them profitable. 





WIFE’S BEST WAY TO GET NEW DRESS. 


At the National Business Show in Madison 
Square Garden, Carl H. Pierce, trainer of sales- 
men in four schools in Manhattan and vicinity, 
spoke to the manufacturers on the ‘‘ Training 
of Salesmen.’’ He said in part: 

‘*We are all salesmen in the sense that we 
all have negotiations with our fellow creatures 
calling for a certain amount of persuasiveness, 
and, one might say, selling ability, whether we 
are employers, employes, or what not. 

‘*The wife who says to her husband, ‘I need 
a new dress,’ is consciously or unconsciously a 
saleswoman, and her ability to approach her 
husband in the proper manner and convince him 
of the necessity of her having a new dress is 
usually in proportion to the quality of the dress 
she obtains. We find that the basis of this per- 
suasive quality is truth. Our first work, then, 
in the developing of salesmen is to develop the 
character. We believe every manufacturer 
should train his student in the understanding of 
the elements of true character.’’ 

Mr. Pieree’s talk to the manufacturers was 
interspersed with practical illustrations of pre- 
approach demonstrations, selling points and 
other topies.

STATIONERS’ BOOST CLUB INVADES 
BUSINESS SHOW. 

The New York Boost Club, an organization of 
stationers, took possession of the National Busi- 
ness Show Wednesday night in Madison Square 
Garden, and Fletcher B. Gibbs, past president 
of the Association of American Stationers, was 
the guest of the evening. It was a night set 
aside by the management as ‘‘stationers’ 
night.’’ 

Mr. Gibbs delivered an address at once 
serious and tinged with humor. W. E. Smith, 
of the L. E. Waterman Ideal Fountain Pen 
Company, gave an interesting illustrated lecture 
in the concert hall, and after the show closed 
the members of the Boost Club and many groups 
of stationers adjourned to the nearby hotels for 
elub dinners and reunions. 

Mr. Smith in his illustrated lecture on ‘‘The 
History and Manufacture of Fountain Pens,’’ 
said: 

‘*Writing instruments from the stylus and 
split reeds of early days have developed through 
goose-quills, steel pens and pencils to the pres- 
ent-day fountain pen, the most perfect of writ- 
ing instruments. The first fountain pen had the 
appearance of a sword and scabbard. The ex- 
treme upper part of the cap was hinged and 
quills were carried in the seabbard or sheath, 
while the ink was carried in the cap attached 
to it. This was carried in the belt, as was a 
dagger. It was frequently more ornamental 
than useful. The Japanese made the first 
progressive step from this crude fountain pen. 
This was a hollow ivory stem with an ink- 
saturated sponge at one end. 

‘*The first real fountain pen was patented in 
1832. It was of most complicated mechanism 
with a piston rod connection to draw in the 
ink and with another motion to force it 
through the pen. From the time of the first 
patented fountain pen the object worked at 
was to combine pen and ink so that both will 
be at hand and ready for instant use without 
pumping or dipping. 

‘*The evolution of the fountain pen from this 
erude beginner to the present-day ideal writing 
instrument, self-filling, reliable and almost in- 
dispensable forms an interesting study.’’ 

Mr. Smith went into detail on the construc- 
tion of an ideal fountain pen, taking each 
feature of its progressive invention and manu- 
facture, from the crude rubber from which the 
barrel is made to the last step in assembling.

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CARBON WRITING INES. 


Few users of writing inks know the difference 
between a chemical writing ink and a carbon 
ink, and it is up to the dealer to enlighten the 
consumer, providing he wants to make him a 
satisfied customer. Many are content with any 
old kind of an ink as long as it will flow and 
has a fair color, but to those who are particular 
and want the best and are willing to pay for 
quality, should be told the difference in inks. 

The best chemical writing fluids, made from 
iron and nutgalls, turn a dim brown or yellow 
in from fifty to ninety years, and with poor 
inks the change is much quicker. The majority. 
of them are thin fluids which write palely and 
become darker or stronger through a chemical 
change on exposure to the air after writing. 
This chemical change does not stop permanently 
at its deepest or blackest point, but continues 
thereafter in reverse effect, so that the writing 
grows lighter and paler in time, and eventually 
becomes illegible. 

The ancients used inks which would not fade, 
and the writing today on the manuseripts which 
are thousands of years old is still legible. These 
inks were not chemical inks, but made from 
pure carbon, and the only inks that will give 
permanent results are carbon inks, 

The importanee and value of a real carbon 
ink, black when writing and forever after, both 
for business and general writing is therefore 
manifest, and an ink which will stand not only 
the test of time, but which will also stand the 
test of the many doubting Thomases in all pro 
fessions which have occasion to demand an ink 
of this kind, is the one which should be pushed 
by the dealer when quality is to be considered. 

In using chemical writing fluids, on account 
of their light body and extreme thinness, it 1s 
necessary that the writing be done on hard 
finished or super-calendered papert so that the 
writing will not spread or blur, but stay almost 
wholly on the surface and hence by exposure 
deepen or darken in color by oxidation 

If the ink all sank into the paper there would 
be little or no legible writing, as there would 
be a corresponding lack of exposure and oxida- 
tion. Such inks are readily nullified or removed 
by the action of counter chemicals, well known 
and easily obtainable, also by the action of the 
air and sunlight in time and by mechanically 
scraping with a sharp blade 

Carbon inks having their depth of color self 
contained, like a paint, but of 

fluidity, ar 
changed by chemicals or the elements, but can 
surface of hard 


course in extreme 
fineness and not removed or 
be scraped or washed off the 
finished paper just as they could be scraped or 
washed off glass or other non-absorbent repel 
lant surface. Hence carbon inks should be used 
on semi-absorbent paper so that the inks sink 
into it. When so used they ean only be re 
moved by mechanically scraping or digging out 
the paper containing the ink, and this can 
rarely be done without leaving tell-tale 
quality or paper 18 


traces, 
particularly if the right 
used. 

The paper for carbon inks should be of good 
quality with just enough surface finish or cal 
endering to permit of easy writing; be semi 
absorbent so that the ink sinks into but not 
through it. If erasures are to be permitted, as 
in ordinary general writing, paper of medium 
weight is best, so that the fibers 
ink may be scraped off or out; but for safety 
non-erasable writing, such as all 


containing the 


important aocu 


ments, legal and general checks, drafts, bonds, 


ete., thin paper should be used, so that the ink 
sinks almost through and cannot be erased or 
altered without destroying the fiber 

The best pens for use with carbon inks are 
those with a fine point, not marser tha fal 
on, as very little ink is required to produce 
a clear writing line. On very mportal 
ments blotting shouid not be resorted td, as 

lifts a portion of the ink

THE CATALOG PRICE OF PENCILS TO BE 
INCREASED. 

During the last convention of the National 
Association of Stationers and Manufacturers 
held at the Hotel Astor in New York, June 18-21, 
1906, Mr. Fletcher Gibbs, president of the Chi 
» Stationers’ Association, made a plea for 


cag 
the raising of the catalog price of lead pencils 
by all manufacturers. 


This indefatigable worker for the interests of 
the stationers of America was not satisfied to 
let this plea end his work in this direction, but 
determi that some action must be made by 
the manufacturers to remedy the low price evil 
which has raised hob with the retailers through- 
out the land. He has just made a trip through 
the east to confer with the manufacturers and 
reports that he has met with success and that 
in the near future a radical change will be an 
nowneed in the list price of lead pencils. 

Mr. Gibbs’ ideas were first taken up by the 
alers, who after a fair trial decided 
that the ¢hange was a very acceptable one and 
that it s ild become general in effect. With 
this end in view a resolution was passed at the 
last convention calling upon the manufacturers

to raise their list prices and lengthen their dis 
counts. 

Previous to thé vention Mr. Gibbs had in 
terested so man ie leading houses in the 


west and southwest ) his scheme as practiced 
by the Chicago dealers that all of the cities in 


this territory were ready to follow Chicago’s 
lead. It now remains for the eastern dealers 
to insist that the anufacturers adopt this 


plan and to back up r western brethren in 
maintaining prices in their territory. 

Too much credit cannot be given Mr. Gibbs 
for his work, not only in this direction, but also 
his unceasing interest in the nationa] organiza 
tion and the betterment of trade conditions

THE PEERLESS MOISTENER. 

Herewith is an illustration of the Peerless 
Moistener, a clever device, fast becoming one of 
the most popular articles for the purpose for 
which it is intended.
